Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The open language of "comprising" in claims 63 and 65 was discussed with 
attorney B. J. Sadoff. The examiner explained why the claims 63 and 65 are still read on the polynucleotide disclosed 
by the von-Doorn since the broad scope of claims 63 and 65 can be interpreted as a full length polynucleotide 
seouence encoding the isolated HCV genome disclosed by van Doom et al. on July 1994. Applicants were 
suggested to amend claims 63 and 65 with a closed language, i.e. "consisting of so that the claimed polynucleotide 
read on the claimed polynucleotide seouences or polypeptide only corresponding to SEQ ID NO: 51. 52. 138. 155. 
174 and 190. The Attorney expressed to communicate with applicants and file amendment in order to place the 
application in condition for allowance .
